Reviewing the activities of the 
Eoard of Trade and Agriculture 
during his term of office as presi¬ 
dent, the past year, W. A. Shields 
noted that there had been con¬ 
siderable improvement in the dis¬ 
trict’s economy, with a noticeable 
swing to more livestock produc¬ 
tion and a more varied selection 
of field crops. 

Due largely to the efforts of the 
membership chairman, Earl Erick- 
seh, membership increased from 
87 in 1936 to 115 in 1957. 

The Board of Trade sponsored 
two public meetings to promote 
the construction of seed cleaning 
plants within the boundaries of the 
County and, arising out of these 
meeting, the County Council pass¬ 
ed a by-law to make funds avail¬ 
able for part of the cost of such 
seed cleaning plants. The agricul¬ 
tural committee under the chair¬ 
manship of O. M. Roe was re¬ 
sponsible for this successful effoit. 

The highways committee under 
Norman Pettie have been corres¬ 
ponding with the department of 
highways regarding a suitable 
method of controlling the traffic S:30 Boys’ 
entering and leaving Vulcan from 
the. highway and this will be fina¬ 
lized before the hard-surfacing is 
completed this summer. 

Promotional work for the town 
of Vul&in and “Clean-up" and 
“Vote” campaigns were supported 
by the Board of Trade. 

The Board of Trade has been 
supporting th? retail merchants in 
their efforts to have “discount 
clubs" brought under the co¬ 
operatives Act or Limited Com¬ 
panies Act. The Board feels that 
services rendered by local mer- 
chants will prove to be of greater 
value to the public than the “Bar¬ 
gains" offered by discount houses.

A well known farmer of the Al¬ 
ston district, John Maldwyn Wil¬ 
liams died at his home on Feb. 3.

Driving Instruction Saves Lives 

An increasing proportion of automobile drivers 
will be of teen-age in the years ahead and, unless these 
young people can be taught to be responsible behind 
the wheel, Canada faces a “staggering” toll of dead 
and injured, says the Imperial Oil Review in its 
February issue. 

Today drivers in the 16-21 age group have twice 
as many accidents as all other drivers and kill 50 per¬ 
cent more people. They kill 11 times more people than 
the safest drivers, and 45-50 years olds. 

The Review warns that the situation "could blow 
up in our faces” as the bumper crops of war and 
post-war babies reach driving age. Today there are 
1,600,000 Canadians in the 15-21 age bracket; by 1966 
there will be 2,700,000. 

The article proposes stricter law enforcement and 
a stepped-up program of professional instruction for 
young drivers. In three Manitoba high schools offering 
safe driving instruction, the accident rate among 
graduates was only one-eighth that of the average 
motorist. 

Most adults, it says, believe they are qualified driv¬ 
ing instructors. The safety reconi of the home-taught 
teen-agers doesn’t support this. Studies show that 
young drivers who have undergone competent driving 
instruction are twice as safe as others of their age 
who have had no such training.

I am pleased to report to this 
meeting today on the activities of 
the Municipal, or Public Works, 
Committee of the Council. 

Before I tell you of the work we 
did last year, and what we plan 
for this coming season, I should 
refer to the financial statement 
for a few minutes and draw your 
attention to the fact that we over¬ 
spent some $45,000.00. This is 
shown on page 8 . On the opera¬ 
tion, the over-expenditure was ap¬ 
proximately $ 68 , 000 . 00 , , but wo 
picked up some from the capital 
items in the budget. 

As you all know, the season was 
an open one and our machinery 
operated longer than we planned. 
This was particularly the case of 
the gravelling trucks and gravel¬ 
ling program. In fact, the trucks 
worked right through except for 
Ihe Christmas holidays.
